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$10,000 reward in Blanton case

PAINTSVILLE — Family members are 
offering a $10,000 reward to anyone with 
information of the location of Sandy and Larry 
Blanton that leads to the arrest and conviction 
of person or persons responsible for their dis- 
appearance. 

Larry and Sandra Blanton have been miss- 
ing since the first week of September 2012, 
and the couple’s son, William Blanton, along 
with his girlfriend, Amanda Fannin, both 
incarcerated for other offenses, are considered 
persons of interest in the case but not officially 



charged with an offense related to their miss- 
ing status. 

William Blanton was arrested Oct. 8, 2012, 
after he allegedly attempted to fill his father’s 
prescription for methadone at a Paintsville 
pharmacy, at which time he was charged with 
obtaining or attempting to obtain a controlled 
substance without a practitioner prescription. 

Blanton is charged in nine separate indict- 
ments, including one for intent to defraud/ 
scheme/artifice to obtain benefits under 
$10,000, 10 counts of criminal possession of a 
forged instrument and misrepresenting or 
withholding information from a practitioner as 
well as persistent felony offender. 

William Blanton’s case has been moved to 



Lawrence County, where his trial is scheduled 
to begin in April. 

Fannin is incarcerated in the Big Sandy 
Regional Detention Center in Johnson County 
on charges of flagrant non- support and pro- 
moting contraband for which she was also 
indicted Oct. 17, 2012. 

They are apparently the last people to have 
been in contact with the couple prior to their 
being reported missing. 

Sandra Blanton’s sister, Lois Fraley of 
Mechanic sburg, Ohio, pleaded in a letter to 
The Big Sandy News recently for the public’s 
help to find out what happened to the couple, 
but thus far no new information has emerged. 

Local authorities have searched the cou- 



ple’s 50-acre farm at Pickle Fork on multiple 
occasions along with Paintsville Lake. 

Fraley said in her letter to the BSN that the 
sheriff’s office had removed parts of three 
couch cushions and approximately a 5x7 sec- 
tion of their hardwood floor, then sent it to the 
lab in Frankfort for testing. 

The Johnson County Sheriff’s Office 
wasn’t specific but confirmed that evidence 
had been removed from the home and sent to 
the crime lab for testing. 

Larry Blanton is described as being approx- 
imately six feet tall, weighing 200 pounds,

Separate 
crashes 
claim 
two lives

PRESTONSBURG - Two sep- 
arate accidents Sunday claimed the 
lives of two Floyd County men. 

Billy L. Crider, 49, of Prestons- 
burg, was killed and a passenger 
injured in a single-vehicle crash at 
Cow Creek. 

Crider was pronounced dead at 
the scene by Floyd County Coroner 
Greg Nelson 

A press release issued by the 
Kentucky State Police said a pas- 
senger in the vehicle was transport- 
ed to Highlands Regional Medical 
Center and then air lifted to Cabell 
Huntington Hospital for injuries suf- 
fered in the crash. The passenger’s 
name was not released. 

According to the press release, 
Kentucky State Police at Post 9 in 
Pikeville received a call from the 
state highway department at Allen 
advising them of a single-vehicle 
accident on Ky. 194 in the Cow 
Creek community. 

Crider was traveling west on Ky. 
194 when his vehicle left the road- 
way, traveled over an embankment 
and came to final rest on its roof, the 
release said. 

KSP Trooper Brad Hamilton, 
Transtar Ambulance Service, and 
Floyd County Rescue Squad 
responded to the scene. 

The accident is under investiga- 
tion by Hamilton.

Man found 
not guilty 
in rape 
retrial

LOUISA - After approximately 
two hours of deliberations, a Law- 
rence Circuit Court jury returned 
with a unanimous decision of not 
guilty for James Russell Lemaster, 
whose rape case was tried for a third 
time beginning Monday. 

Lemaster, 52, charged with rape, 
sodomy, kidnapping, unlawful 
imprisonment and wanton endan- 
germent offenses, was originally 
tried and convicted in 2009 and 
sentenced to serve 70 years in pris- 



State Court of Appeals orders 
resentencing of Johnson man

FRANKFORT — The Kentucky Court of 
Appeals Friday ordered the resentencing of a John- 
son County man who entered a conditional guilty 
plea to drug and persistent felony offender charges 
in 2010. 

Gary Gamble Sr. was charged in April 2010 with 
second-degree trafficking in a controlled substance 
and second-degree persistent felony offender (PFO) 
after police said he sold three hydrocodone pills. On 
June 8, 2011, the General Assembly passed House 
Bill 463 , which contained revisions to the trafficking 



statute and KRS 532, which addresses enhanced 
sentencing for certain crimes due to PFO status. 

On June 9, 2011, Gamble agreed to being sen- 
tenced under the revised trafficking statute but asked 
Johnson Circuit Judge John David Preston to dis- 
missed the PFO charge, which would enhance his 
sentence for the underlying charge. 

“Gamble argued that HB 463 amended the 
criminal code to specifically preclude enhancement 
of the punishment under the TICS statute beyond 
three years’ incarceration,” the appeals court said. 
“The trial court denied the motion, stating that while

But in 2011, the Kentucky 
Supreme Court overturned the con- 
viction and ordered a new trial. 

The new trial was held in 2012 
but ended with a hung jury. 

The third trial began Monday but 
a little later than scheduled due to 
some problems with the electricity 
in that area of the courthouse. 

American Electric Power had to 
work on the electric lines before 
jury selection could begin, so it was 
later in the day Monday when open- 
ing statements were heard and the 
first testimony began. 

On Tuesday, the alleged victim 
testified that on July 16, 2002, she 
had gone to take a tape to her sister 
and when she returned at approxi- 
mately 10 p.m., with her daughter, 
who was 15 years old at the time,

Utilities company seeks 
dismissal of lawsuit

PAINTSVILLE - Paintsville 
Utilities has asked that a federal 
lawsuit filed by a former worker 
who claims he was denied a termina- 
tion hearing be dismissed. 

In a suit filed Dec. 18 in U.S. 
District at Pikeville, Benjamin Fan- 
nin says that he was notified that he 
was being terminated as a concrete 
and maintenance worker for the util- 
ities company on Oct. 24 in a memo- 
randum from general manager Eric 
Ratliff. 

“The Plaintiff states that he was 



being terminated for reasons that 
were not justified or accurate,” the 
suit, filed on Fannin’s behalf by Pre- 
stonsburg attorney Ned Pillersdorf, 
said. “. . .In the notice of termina- 
tion letter that Plaintiff received, 
there is no indication as to specifi- 
cally how an employee may exercise 
their right to a hearing. There is 
indication he must do so by close of 
business on November 5, 2012.” 

The memorandum, filed as an 
exhibit to the suit, says that Fannin 
was suspended without pay until 
Nov. 5, at which time his employ-

MARTIN COUNTY SHERIFF Gar- 
mon Preece and other officers in 
his department went through evi- 
dence last week and destroyed 
items that were no longer neces- 
sary.

Preece said without 
going in and doing a count of each 
of the different pills and totaling the 
various street values, he felt com- 
fortable that the pills had a mini- 
mum street value of at least 
$60,000. All of the items were tak- 
en to Inez Park, placed inside a 
large tub, doused in diesel fuel and 
charcoal, and burned.

Lemaster came up behind 
them as she was unlocking the 
door. 

She testified that he put a 
“long gun” to her daughter’s 
head and threatened to kill 
her. She said he threw her 
purse, which had a cell phone 
in it for emergencies, under 
the house and that she fought 
with him to get the gun away 
from her daughter. 

“He made us get into the 
car, he made me get into the 
back seat with (her daughter) 
and put my head over the front 
seat,” the victim said. “He 
held a gun on me and said if I 
moved he would shoot (my 
daughter). He was driving 
fast. She was trying to motion 
for help while we were going 
down the road and I tried to 
keep him from seeing her. He 
was going so fast the car was 
running hot.” 

The woman testified that 
once the car was stopped, they 
all got out and began walking, 
and he was rambling and said 
her daughter was trying to 
leave a trail. 

“She was pulling her hair 
out, trying to leave a trail,” 
she said. “I was scared for my 
daughter. When we got to the 
top of the hill, he took (her) 
over to sit on a log and I 
walked over the hill to use the 
bathroom. He came down 
there and tried to make me 
have oral sex with him, but I 
couldn’t. He threw his T-shirt 
on the ground and he raped 
me. He thought (she) was 
leaving and he ran up the hill. 
I was trying to get dressed and 
he was getting dressed as he 
ran up the hill.” 

The woman said in her 
testimony that she didn’t run 
because she wasn’t leaving 
her baby. 

“I was thinking of my baby 
and I didn’t care what he did 
to me,” the woman said. “He 
let us go but he made me 
promise on my baby’s life that 
I would drop the charges and 
marry him and then he made 
(her) promise on my life that 
she wouldn’t say anything and 
she did and he walked us 
down the hill, gave us five 
dollars for gas and we went to 
the gas station on Route 645.” 

The woman said that she 
drove to the gas station and 
her daughter called the police 
and family and that a Martin 
County officer arrived and 
said it wasn’t in his jurisdic- 
tion, so he contacted Law- 
rence County Sheriff’s Office 
and escorted them to meet 
with the officer. 

The woman said she met 
with deputy Scott Randall and 
gave him a statement, and 
went to the hospital, where 
they did a rape kit. 

The woman also said dur- 
ing testimony that she never 
returned to her home and that 
she sold it in 2008 and left 
everything. 

Lemaster ’s previous testi- 
mony was heard via video 
CD. 

On the video, Lemaster 
said he violated the restrain- 
ing order and admitted to hav- 
ing gone to the residence. He 
said that his intention was to 
seek a reconciliation with the 



woman and that he and the 
woman as well as her daugh- 
ter went down the road in the 
car so they could talk. 

Lemaster said on the 
recording that when he arrived 
at the house, he didn’t have a 
weapon and that they went for 
a drive so they could talk in 
the area of Peach Orchard 
Road, near the Martin County 
line. 

The woman was “afraid 
the car was going to blow up.” 
Lemaster said in the record- 
ing. 

“After she and I had dis- 
cussed some things, one thing 
was if we were still together in 
a sexual way. I patted her on 
the belly and said what about 
there. She said, ‘Of course.’” 

Lemaster said on the 
recording that there was a tree 
across the road and that he had 
asked the girl to stay there. 

“I walked her over there 
and then I walked back to (the 
woman). She was using the 
bathroom and I asked whether 
there is any reason for her to 
pull her clothes back up or do 
we want to go ahead and have 
sex,” Lemaster said. “She said 
it had been two months for her 
too. After we finished we 
walked back to (the girl), then 
walked back to (the woman) 
and we walked back to the car. 
I gave her $5 and some change 
for a pay phone. She advised 
me we were getting back 
together and that social ser- 
vices told her if we did that 
she was to call them immedi- 
ately.” 

Lemaster also said he had 
stayed on the run for seven 
years because he had violated 
the protective order and then 
had heard about the charges, 
which had been in the news- 
paper. 

Lawrence County Sheriff 
Garrett Roberts testified that 
Lemaster turned himself in 
and said he was tired of look- 
ing over his shoulder. 

The daughter, now 26, tes- 
tified that she remembered her 
mother dating Lemaster and 
that he was her little sister’s 
father. 

She also testified about 
what she remembered July 
16-17, 2002. 

“We went to my aunt’s 
house and not sure how long 
there but had to go home to 
meet my older sister at the 
house. It was late, it was warm 
and we had the windows 
down,” she said. “As we came 
around the curve, I didn’t see 
the light and he told us before 
that he would watch us and 
that we wouldn’t get any 
peace. I didn’t say anything to 
mom about it but I had a gut 
feeling that something was 
wrong. We continued on to 
our house and me and mom 
got out of the car and she went 
around to unlock the door and 
I saw someone dressed in 
black and I knew it was James. 
He pulled out a pistol and put 
it to my head. I don’t remem- 
ber how it came to be but he 
made us get into the car. He 
made me get into the back seat 
and he made mom get in 
beside me. He was driving 
fast while holding the gun on 
my mom. I was paying atten- 
tion but wanted to remember. 
He kept saying someone is 



going to die tonight. He said 
he was going to kill himself 
and then said someone is 
going to die tonight... some- 
thing is going to happen 
tonight. I was scared. I was 
afraid he was going to kill my 
mom. My window was down 
and a few cars passed. I was 
trying to get attention but not 
let him know what I was 
doing. He kept driving and 
drove to a strip mine. The car 
was overheating, he told us to 
get out of the car and made us 
walk up the hill. I was behind 
them and he had the gun on 
mom. I was trying to leave a 
trail. I left my hair, anything. 
He said he wished my little 
sister was there so she could 
see what her mommy made 
her daddy do. We were trying 
to talk him into letting us go. 
He took me to a tree and told 
me to sit he wanted to talk to 
my mom, he promised he 
wouldn’t hurt her. They came 
back eventually. He said he 
and my mom talked it over 
and if mom went back to him 
and we promised he would let 
us go. I remember mom driv- 
ing to the gas station and I 
called somebody. My family 
showed up and a cop showed 
up and I remember being at 
aunt Evelyn’s house we went 
to the shelter. We never stayed 
another night at the home.” 

Wendell Vance’s testimony 
from a previous trial in the 
same case was heard, and he 
said Lemaster had been a 
member of the same fire 
department as an assistant 
chief. 

“He come to my house at 
some time in the morning, it 
was 2 a.m. or 3 a.m. and he 
asked me to take him home 
and I took him to the end of 
the driveway,” Vance said in 
the recording. “He said not to 
wake his mom and dad.” 

Vance also testified that 
Lemaster had no weapons on 
him at the time he stopped to 
ask for the ride and that he 
hadn’t seen him since that 
night but heard the next day 
that there had been trouble. 

Lemaster ’s attorney, Ann 
Mudd, said during closing 
arguments that her client had 
not forced anyone to do any- 
thing and that the case comes 
down to who is telling the 
truth. She said that all the evi- 
dence shows is that they had 
sex and that she couldn’t 
remember how she had gotten 
the bruise on her neck. 

She also said that Lemas- 
ter started seeing newspaper 
articles and thought there was 
an order to shoot him on sight, 
so that is why he didn’t come 
forward sooner. 

Assistant Common- 
wealth’s Attorney Melissa 
Fannin-Phelps said in her 
closing arguments that the 
woman had a gun to her head 
and did what she had to do to 
survive and to protect her 
daughter. 

“He wanted to collect on 
part of the property,” Fannin- 
Phelps said. “If this was sup- 
posed to be a reconciliation 
then why would her purse be 
under the porch. He waited 
until one month after she sold 
the property and knew she 
was never going to come 
home before he turned him- 



self in. There is only one 
available verdict based on the 
evidence and I’m going to ask 
that you go back there and 
select a guilty verdict.” 
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Magoffin man 
is convicted

PIKEVILLE - A Magof- 
fin County man was convicted 
last Wednesday, Jan. 30, in 
federal court for “mastermind- 
ing” a multi-million drug traf- 
ficking network, and four oth- 
ers involved in the conspiracy 
are scheduled for sentencing 
May 8, according to officials. 

Howard Harlo Back, 76, of 
the Lick Branch community of 
Magoffin County, was found 
guilty of one count of con- 
spiracy to distribute Oxyco- 
done and 12 counts of distri- 
bution of Oxycodone after a 
three-day trial in U.S. District 
Court in Pikeville. 

Co-conspirators Jeff Bai- 
ley, 27; Matt Bailey Sr., 51; 
Matt Bailey Jr., 29; and Don- 
ald “Donnie” Trusty, 45, all of 
Magoffin County, had previ- 
ously pleaded guilty to their 
part in the operation and testi- 
fied against Back. 

The jury deliberated for 
less than two hours before 
returning the guilty verdict, 
according to a press release 
issued by Operation UNITE. 

The case was prosecuted 
by Assistant U.S. Attorney 
Sam Dotson. 

Back was arrested on fed- 
eral drug conspiracy charges 
March 16, 2012, following a 



joint investigation conducted 
by the Magoffin County Sher- 
iff’s Office, U.S. Drug 
Enforcement Administration 
(DEA) and Operation UNITE. 

“At the time of his arrest, 
Back was returning from Flor- 
ida with approximately 140 
Oxycodone tablets intended 
for sale in Magoffin County,” 
Keith Napier, manager of 
UNITE’s Big Sandy Drug 
Task Force , said. “The other 
four individuals were arrested 
a short time later.” 

Napier also said in the 
release that residents in 
Magoffin County have report- 
ed that they have noticed a 
sharp decline in the availabil- 
ity of Oxycodone in Magoffin 
County since the arrests were 
made. 

“This joint investigation 
has taken a major dealer off 
the streets,” Napier said. 
“Magoffin County Sheriff 
Carson Montgomery helped 
lead the 14-month undercover 
investigation that began after 
police began receiving “a lot 
of reports from multiple resi- 
dents” in the Lick Branch 
area. We were able to establish 
that this was a very highly 
organized distribution net- 
work and Back was the central 
figure.” 

Montgomery, UNITE 
detectives and Drug Enforce- 



ment Agency agents conduct- 
ed 13 controlled purchases of 
Oxycodone pills, all of which 
are believed to have been 
obtained in Florida, the release 
said. 

“Conservatively, we know 
Back is responsible for more 
than 38,000 pills being 
brought to Magoffin County 
from Florida over the course 
of our investigation,” Napier 
said. “With a street value of 
between $35 and $40 per pill, 
this quantity would have been 
worth approximately $1.5 mil- 
lion.” 

A search warrant served at 
Back’s home on Feb. 29, 
2012, by Montgomery, 
UNITE the DEA and Ken- 
tucky State Police resulted in 
the seizure of a quantity of 
pills from Florida and other 
items related to the drug traf- 
ficking operation, the release 
said. 

Back is a previously con- 
victed felon. In 1991, he was 
sentenced on a manslaughter 
conviction and in 2004 on 
solicitation to murder and 
facilitation of arson charges. 
Back is currently lodged in the 
Pike County Detention Center. 

All five men are scheduled 
for formal sentencing May 8 
before U.S. District Judge 
Amul Thapar. 



Feb. 21 hearing 
set in Sluss case

INEZ — A hearing is 
scheduled Feb. 21 in Martin 
Circuit Court for Ross Bran- 
don Sluss, who was convicted 
in the 2010 head-on collision 
that killed 10-year-old Desti- 
ny Brewer and injured three 
others. 

The Kentucky Supreme 
Court ordered a hearing in 
September 2012 to determine 
whether two jurors answered 
questions truthfully concern- 
ing Facebook issues and an 
evidentiary hearing was held 
in November 2012, with both 
jurors being questioned on the 
witness stand. 

The first juror testified that 
she had not been Facebook 
friends with the victim’s 
mother, April Brewer, prior to 
or during the trial. She said 
that she didn’t remember the 



exact date, but that she had 
sent Brewer a friend request 
approximately two months 
after the trial and that there 
had been no further communi- 
cation. 

The second juror to testify 
also denied being friends with 
Brewer and said she was more 
involved in reading books 
than communicating on the 
Internet. 

The Supreme Court issued 
the opinion after Sluss filed an 
appeal of his conviction in 
which he raised 16 issues and 
concluded that the trial court 
erred in not giving full consid- 
eration to Sluss’ claim of juror 
misconduct, “which is found- 
ed on a question of first 
impression alleging that jurors 
may have lied during voir dire 
and juror bias through the use 
of social media websites, 
namely Facebook.” 

A production order was 
issued to the company for all 



communication from the 
Facebook accounts, both pub- 
lic and private. 

Following testimony from 
both jurors, Circuit Court 
Judge John David Preston 
announced that he had 
received the requested com- 
munications from Facebook 
the night prior to the eviden- 
tiary hearing, but had not had 
the opportunity to review 
them before the hearing. 

Preston said then that he 
would issue an order to make 
it part of the record and would 
forward it to prosecution and 
defense attorneys, after which 
they could determine whether 
further action was needed 
through a telephone confer- 
ence. 

The first juror that had tes- 
tified was also told that she 
may be needed for additional 
testimony.

Let me help. Here are 
five things that won’t turn 
you into a tech guru over- 
night, but they’ll keep your 
computer running fast, 
make you more productive 
and save you tons of frus- 
tration. Best of all, they 
won’t cost you a cent. 

If you’re the tech sup- 
port person for your family 
and friends, be sure to 
share this with them. You’ll 
get more work done if your 
mailbox doesn’t fill up 
with subject lines like “Do 
I have a virus?” or “Help! 
Having Wi-Fi problems!” 

1. Work faster using 
keyboard shortcuts 

The great thing about 
computers is that they can 
work much faster than you 
can. But telling them what 
to do is often a slow pro- 
cess. Well, there’s a fix for 
that. 

Say you’re ready to 
print a document. Instead 
of using the mouse to move 
a cursor around the screen 
and selecting “Print” from 
a drop-down menu, just hit 
Control+P on your key- 
board. 

There are dozens of 
keyboard shortcuts like 
this, from pressing Ctrl+S 
to instantly save the file 
you’re working on, to 
pressing Ctrl+Z to undo a 
boo-boo. 

It takes a little getting 
used to at first, but after 
you try keyboard shortcuts 
for a while, I guarantee that 
your mouse will start gath- 
ering dust.

2. Protect yourself from 
viruses and spyware 

It’s critical that you 
keep your security soft- 
ware current. New viruses 
are unleashed daily. If your 
software is out-of-date, 
you aren’t protected. Mal- 
ware can destabilize your 
computer, destroy files and 
steal personal information. 

Every computer you 
own should have an antivi- 
rus program, a firewall and 
an antispyware program. If 
you’re missing one or more 
of these, head over to my 
Security Center to down- 
load excellent free security 
programs. 

Another huge threat 
right now is security holes 
in Java, a programming 
language used by Web 
browsers to run interactive 
content. 

When a vulnerable ver- 
sion of Java is active in a 
Web browser, visiting a 
compromised website is all 
it takes for crooks to sneak 
malware on to your com- 
puter. In most cases, you 
won’t even know the site is 
compromised until it’s too 
late. 

To stay safe, stop using 
Java - or stay on top of the 
upgrades and use Java a lot 
more guardedly. 

3. Share large files the 
easy way 

The Internet was 
designed to make sharing 
information easy. But 
we’ve all run into road- 
blocks trying to share larg- 
er files by email. 

Sending large files 
through email is slow, can 
hit attachment size limits 
or fill up recipient inboxes . 

Fortunately, there are 
easier ways to share large 
files.

4. Fix Wi-Fi problems 

Nothing’s worse than a 
spotty and sluggish wireless 
network. Movies stop to buf- 
fer, online games lag and vid- 
eo calls drop. 

First, double-check that 
the Internet speed you’re get- 
ting is as fast as what you are 
paying for. 

Make sure your wireless 
network is encrypted. A sud- 
den drop-off in wireless net- 
work speed could be a sign 
that your neighbors are using 
your open connection to surf 
and download files. 

If parts of your home are 
Wi-Fi dead spots or get very 
weak signals, try placing the 
router in an open, central loca- 
tion - away from walls and 
obstructions, such as metal 
filing cabinets. 

You could also try the 



trusty beer-can hack. This 
involves cutting a beer or soda 
can open with a utility knife to 
make a parabolic antenna out 
of it.

If you spend more than 2 
minutes a day looking for files 
on your hard drive, it’s time to 
organize your files and clear 
out old stuff. Keeping a block 
of free space on your hard 
drive will also give a speed 
boost to your operating sys- 
tem.

is to back up your data with a 
cloud-based solution.
